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Apollo8 Home; Astronauts 'Excellent’

ABOARD USS YORKTOWN 
(AP) — Climaxing a magnifi­ 
cent space odyssey, the Apollo 8 
moon 
explorers 
came home 
from the heavens today, steer­ 
ing their spaceship to a pinpoint 
landing less than three miles 
from the main recovery ship in 
a darkened Pacific Ocean. 
Air Force Col. Frank Borman, 
Navy Capt. James A. Lovell Jr. 
and Air Force Maj. William A 
Anders reported they were in 


excellent condition after the mo­ 
mentous journey. 
They landed just before dawn 
and waited patiently in their 
bobbing spaceship for 45 min­ 
utes until the first rays of light 
began to illuminate the Pacific 
so that swimmers could safely 
drop into the sea to secure the 
Apollo 8 craft. 
America’s newest heroes end­ 
ed man’s greatest space adven­ 
ture and one of history’s most 
momentous explorations when 


they survived man’s hottest and 
fastest dive through the atmos­ 
phere and parachuted into a 
gently rolling sea about 5.000 
yards from the Yorktown. 
The astronauts climbed into a 
life 
raft 
and 
were 
hoisted 
aboard a helicopter 80 minutes 
after landing. They were ferried 
quickly to the carrier, which 
had steamed toward the scene 
from the moment of touchdown. 
With a beautiful dawn break­ 
ing over the Pacific, Borman, 


Lovell and Anders were deposit­ 
ed on the carrier deck at 12:20 
p.m. EOT. 
Hundreds of sailors cheered 
and snapped pictures as tile 
bearded adventurers stepped on 
deck and strolled a bit uneasily 
across a red carpet rolled out 
for tile occasion. 
The astronauts were dressed 
in white flight suits, into which 
they had changed while waiting 
for recovery. 
They smiled and waved to ac­ 


knowledge the cheers of the sai­ 
lors. 
Borman stepped to a micro­ 
phone and thanked the crew for 
the great recovery operation. 
“We’re very happy to be here 
with you,” Borman said, “We 
appreciate 
your 
efforts. 
We 
know you had to stay out here 
over Christmas. It seems that 
Jim Lovell and I always seem 
to fly in December.” 
“ But on Gemini 7,” he added, 
“we got home before Christmas. 


“ We are very proud to be part 
of 
this 
great 
achievement. 
We’re proud of it and we ap­ 
preciate the part you played in 
getting us back.” 
Borman, Lovell and Anders 
all looked in great shape as they 
left the microphone and walked 
to an elevator, which took them 
down to a sick bay for a medi­ 
cal examination. 
With tile astronauts safely on 
the carrier, officials in the Mis­ 
sion Control Center in Houston 


unfurled a large American flag 
and the “Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner” was played over a commu­ 
nications circuit. 
Helicopters spotted the six-ton 
spaceship dangling under its 
three red and white parachutes 
as it dropped for the sea. They 
were overhead moments after 
the 10:50 a.m. EST splashdown. 
While waiting for pickup, the 
astronauts chatted by radio with 
tile commander of the helicop­ 
ter hovering overhead. 


Cmdr. Donald S. Jones of 
Madison, Wis., asked the astre 
nauts what the moon was made 
of. 
“Its 
not 
made of 
green 
cheese at all,” Borman replied. 
“It’s made 
out of American 
cheese.” 
Asked what they wanted for 
breakfast, the astronauts re ­ 
plied “steak and eggs, the same 
that we had before we left the 
Cape last week.”

PARIS (AP) — Cyrus R. 
Vance’s impending return to 
Paris raised expectations today 
of a new U.S. move to break the 
long deadlock delaying the Viet­ 
nam peace talks. 
Vance, due back tonight, has 
been the U.S. negotiator in the 
talks with the North Vietnamese 
on the shape of the conference 
table and other procedural is­ 
sues blocking the start of the ex­ 
panded conference. 
During Vance’s consultations 
Christmas week with President 
Johnson, President-elect Nixon 
and other U.S. leaders, the 
U.S.-North 
Vietnamese 
talks 
lapsed into a holiday lull while 
the rival Vietnamese . delega­ 
tions stood firm in their en­ 
trenched public positions. 
Despite 
anticipation 
that 
Vance might be returning with 
new proposals, some diplomats 
are saying privately they expect 
no substantial progress of any 
sort until after Nixon is inaugu­ 
rated, his administration makes

Worst Of Flu Said Yet To Come 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Hong 
Kong Flu has caused wide­ 
spread or regional illnesses in 
3 states and deaths attributed 
to 
pneumonia-influenza 
more 
than doubled during the third 
week of December, the National 
Communicable Disease Center 
reports. 
Officials are standing by their 
earlier predictions that the epi­ 
demic will not hat its peak until 
early or mid-January. 
During the week ending Dec. 
21, The center’s figures show 
approximately 500 more deaths 
from pneumonia-influenza in 122 
selected cities throughout the 
nation than might normally be 
expected. 


However, Dr. David J. Selm­ 
er, tile center’s director, cau­ 
tioned that tile figures from the 
122 cities arc “purely a sam­ 
pling.” He said that they should 
not be interpreted too strictly. 
Sencer said the NCDC is tak­ 
ing tile unusual step of using an 
editorial on the front page of its 
weekly report to caution about 
relying upon interpretations of 
tile figures. 
The weekly report is due for 
release later today but the fig­ 
ures it contains were confirmed 
Thursday 
night 
by 
several 
NODC officials including Sen­ 
ear. 


The director said tile rising 
number of deaths is part of a 
trend which began about two 
weeks ago and they w’ere up 
“sharply” during the week end­ 
ing Dec. 21. 
Normally—in years with no 
flu epidemic—about 500 persons 
wxiuld be expected to die of 
pneumonia-influenza during the 
third week of December, a 
spokesman for the center re­ 
ported. The actual total from 
the 122 cities will be about 1,000 
dead, he said. 
The spokesman said the new 
sitrain of flu has become so 
widespread that “if you’re get­ 
ting the flu, ifs the Hang Kong 


flur.” He explained that in a na­ 
tional epidemic, the strongest 
single strain soon becomes tile j 
only variety showing up in tests. 
In the first two weeks of De­ 
cember, Hie center’s figures 
show' 1,375 deaths in the 122 cit­ 
ies from pneumonia-influenza. 
That compares with tile 966 
deaths anticipated from such 
causes. 
A spokesman said this means 
409 deaths could be attributed to 
the flu during the first two 
weeks of this month—the first 
time tills fall any significant 
number of deaths above the an­ 
ticipated level have been re­ 
corded.

Navy Questions 


Pueblo Sailors 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - 
The Navy is conducting inten­ 
sive questioning of the freed 
crewmen of tile USS Pueblo aft­ 
er examining doctors reported 
finding no serious defects, other 
than malnutrition. 
A team of more than IOO intel­ 
ligence specialists began talking 
with crewmen Thursday after­ 
noon in what will become one of 
the most exhaustive investiga­ 
tions of a loss of a ship in Navy 
history, officials said. 
The 
investigators 
want 
to 
know precisely how much sensi­ 
tive electronic equipment may 
have been left intact when the 
North Koreans took control of 
the intelligence vessel. 
The circumstances of the Jan. 
23 capture and treatment of the 
Americans 
also 
concern the 
questioners in great degree. 
One of the men to undergo 
some of the most intensive de 
briefing will be the ship’s execu 
tive officer, Lt. Edward R. Mur 
phy Jr., who was navigator on 
the bridge when the Pueblo was 
captured. 
Murphy, looking more rested 
than at his first stateside news 
conference Tuesday, told news­ 
men he deliberately misled his 
North 
Korean 
captors 
when 
they forced him to draw charts 
that gave tile Pueblo’s position 
inside North Korean waters at 
the time of the capture. 
“I wanted to make sure there 
were enough inaccuracies in 
what I was saying to bo identi­ 
fied,” Murphy said. 
He said the North Korean offi­ 
cer “who had to prove the whole 
farce” had no navigational ex­ 
perience and allowed obvious 
errors to pass. 
The 
31-year-old 
lieutenant 
from San Diego said the errors 
included positions that would 
have required a speed of 2,500 
knots to maintain, and another 
position 32 miles inland. He said 
he planned the inaccuracies to 
show to the world that the evi­ 
dence was doctored by the 
North Koreans.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP)—The 
State Board of Tax Appeals is 
expected to request a formal 
interpretation of Tuesday’s Ohio 
Supreme Court ruling calling for 
uniform property taxes in Ohio. 
The court returns from a holi­ 
day recess in about IO days. 
Tax officials are still puzzled 
by the ruling, and Thursday the 
appeals board decided to take 
no action until a more explicit 
court ruling. 
In Tuesday’s ruling rn a Cuya­ 
hoga County case the Supreme 
Court said that all real estate 
taxes in Ohio must be assessed 
on a uniform level. 
But the chairman of the State 
Board of Tax Appeals, Francis 
Ii. Douglass, said that there are 
numerous “curbstone opinions 
and interpretations” in the rul­ 
ing. 
One interpretation is that the 
state must establish statewide 
rules for determining tax valu­ 
ation of real estate and that 
tax assessments must be uni­ 
form both inter-county and in­ 
tra-county. 
Tax officials said that assess­ 
ment levels are presently equal 
within counties but that there is 
about a IO per cent variance 
between the highest and lowest 
assessment levels in the state. 
Another interpretation is that 
the court was concerned only 
with different types of real 
estate.

It 
was 4:50 a.rn local time, about 
an hour before dawn and 45 
minutes before first light 
Unless there were an emer-j 
gency, frogmen did not plan to 
deploy from the helicopters un­ 
til first light, leaving the astro- j 
nauts to wait out the recovery in 
their floating craft. 
“Crew condition okay,” came 
the happy report from York­ 
town. 
The astronauts had been away 
from earth exactly six days 
three hours on a dramatic mis­ 
sion that thrilled the world and 
gave man his first closeup look 
at 
the 
mysterious 
celestial 
neighbor that has intrigued hu­ 
mans since the beginning. 
They traveled 69 hours out­ 
ward to the moon, circled it IO 
times in 20 hours at an altitude 
of 70 miles and then raced home 
along a 58-hour corridor. They 
logged 
about 537,000 
perfect 
miles. 
To reach their landing target j 
in the Pacific, Borman, Navy 
Capt. Jam es A. Lovell Jr. and 
Air Force Maj. William A. An-! 
ders survived man’s hottest and 
fastest re-entry through the at­ 
mosphere. 
Apollo 8 slammed into the out­ 
er limits of the atmosphere at 
24.630 miles an hour, was pun­ 
ished by forces nearly seven 
times the pull of gravity and 
was blistered by heat of more 
than 3,000 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The astronauts had been cm a 
perfect course since they fired 
themselves out of moon orbit 
early Wednesday and started 
their 58-bour, 233,000-mile home­ 
ward journey. So accurate was 
the path that three planned mid- 
course corrections were can­ 
celled. 
Like a speeding bullet, Apol­ 
lo’s velocity gradually Increased 
until it reached a breath-taking 
24.630 m.p.h. as it slammed into 
the 
outer 
boundary 
of 
the 
earth’s atmosphere 400,000 feet 
above the Pacific Ocean. That’s 
7,000 miles faster than any pre­ 
vious man-in-space re-entry. 
Friction immediately built up 
and the craft’s heat shield was 
blistered by temperatures of 
more than 5,000 degrees Fahren­ 
heit. But the temperature in the 
cabin remained a comfortable 
70 degrees. 
The astronauts planned to re-! 
main on the Yorktown for a 
day, 
primarily 
for 
medical 
check*. Saturday they are to fly 
off the carrier to Hawaii and 
transfer to a larger plane for a 
flight to Ellington Air Farce 
Base, only a half-hour drive I 
from 
their homes 
near th e ; 
Space Center. 
Their families plan to grert 
them w'ben they land at Elling­ 
ton at 5 a. rn. Sunday—and for a 
day at least they ll have time 
for a belated Christmas celebra­ 
tion. 
After that they’ll begin exten­ 
sive debriefings on their historic 
mission, in which they circled 
the moon IO times in 20 hours 
and paved the way for other as­ 
tronaut* to land there sometime 
next year. 
Experts will probe them care­ 
fully on the performance of the 
huge Saturn 5 that rocketed 
them out of this world Dec. 21, 
the Apollo 8 spaceship that per­ 
formed magnificently through 
the six days, their flu-Uke ill­ 
nesses early in the flight, and, 
of course, the moon itself. 
Moon geologists will be eager 
to study the thousand* of pic­ 
tures which were taken of the 
rugged surface, described by 
the astronauts as “ a vast ex­ 


panse of nothing,” “uninviting,” 
“ unappetizing,” 
looking 
like 
“ plaster of paris” or “ beach 
sand.” 
They’ll quiz Hie astronauts 
about any scientific knowledge 
the trio m ay have gained about 
the features, whether craters 
were formed by meteorite im­ 
pact or volcano. 
There will be questions about 
variations in orbital path as 
Apollo 8 circled tile moon at an 
altitude of 70 miles, and if these 
w*ere caused by large concentra­ 
tions of material buried beneath 
the surface. 
Also, the geologists will want 
to know if the moon has a weak 
atmosphere and what the hid­ 
den backside looks like. 
But most of all, NASA offi­ 
cials will ask them about navi­ 
gating and attempts to land. 
Preliminary reports from Apol­ 
lo 8 indicated it was relatively 
easy to navigate and locate 
landmarks on the surface.

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American farmers may be interested 
in knowing their European cousins 
aren’t faring better under 
various 
subsidy schemes than they are. And 
American taxpayers might like to know 
the schemes aren’t working better from 
their point of view either. 
Some 
years 
ago 
the 
European 
g o v e r n m e n t s began subsidizing 
agriculture for much the same reason 
it is done in the United States — to 
provide the farmer with an adequate 
income while guaranteeing a plentiful 
food output. 
Otherwise, the European schemes do 
not greatly resemble those in the U.S. 
For one thing, subsidies have been 


sufficient to perpetuate the small farm, 
with two-thirds of Common Market 
farms less than 25 acres in size. 
Officials of the alliance are promoting 
larger agricultural units by offering 
bonuses and other inducements to small 
farmers who leave their farms and thus 
permit consolidation into large, more 
efficient units. 
Suddenly, however, Common Market 
planners find much of their subsidies 
concentrated in large producers, and 
nobody is particularly pleased with the 
stockpiles of foods and other wastes 
wrhich have developed. In short, sub­ 
sidies in Europe are working out about 
as they have in the U.S. 


Postal Business 


A presidential commission last July 
recommended that the postal service 
be operated like the big business it 
is. Creation of a non-profit federal 
corporation to run the Post Office 
Department free from politics was 
proposed.

Speaking Of Your Health

The gossip-mongers 
who set 
the tone of se much of our 
political discourse have been 
spreading the word that Senator 
Strom 
Thurmond 
of 
South 
Carolina, who held so many 
crucial Southern votes for Nixon 
at the Miami Beach convention, 
has been short-changed in the 
Cabinet appointments. But to 
talk 
this 
way 
completely 
o v e r l o o k s 
the 
Senator’s 
character. Say what you will 
about the Thurmond attitudes 
on “race” (and as far as this 
column can see the Senator is 
not anti-Negro at all, merely 
a classical States’ Righter), the 
South Carolina Republican lives 
by the code of chivalry. He 
harks back to that generation 
of youtheners that read the 
novels of Walter Scott. He got 
no 
i m p o r t a n t 
regional 
representation 
in 
the 
Nixon 
Cabinet, but that was not what 
he was after. One thing in 
particular that he wanted was 
a strong man as Secretary of 
Defense who would halt what 
he considers to be the slide in 
our military hardware posture 
toward 
“parity” 
with 
the 
Soviets. He got his man in the 
person of Congressman Melvin 
Laird, and he thinks it im­ 
material that Laird comes from 
Wisconsin, not from Dixie. 
Thurmond is 
convinced we 
have lost tremendous ground in 
our defenses during the last 
eight years.” “In 1961,” he says, 
“we had a five - to - one lead 
over the 
Soviets 
in 
nuclear 
megatonnage; 
now 
we 
have 
only parity. The Russians are 
five years ahead of us in anti­ 
ballistic 
missile 
development. 
Our 
merchant 
marine 
has 


declined by twenty-six per cent 
since 1961; the Soviets’ mer­ 
chant marine has increased five 
hundred per cent. We have gone 
backwards in fighter planes and 
bombers; 
the 
Russians have 
gone 
ahead. 
We 
are 
below 
parity 
in 
submarines. 
The 
trouble is that the Russians 
aren’t going to stop with parity; 
their military budget is up, and 
so is that of the satellites.” 
The 
Defense 
Department 
denies the relevance of Senator 
Thurmond’s ciriticisms. But the 
recent report of the American 
Security Council called “The 
C h a n g i n g Strategic Naval 
Balance: U.S.S.R. vs. U.S.A.,” 
which was prepared for the 
Committee on Armed Services 
of the House of Representatives, 
bears Thurmond out insofar as 
our potential for sea warfare 
is concerned. True enough, we 
remain 
well 
ahead 
of 
the 
Russians in certain big items. 
We 
have 
177 
conventional 
destroyers; 
the Soviets have 
eighty-six. 
We 
have 
sixteen 
attack 
aircraft 
carriers; 
the 
S o v i e t s 
have 
none. 
But 
destroyers and aircraft carriers 
(along with our single activated 
battleship) would be the sitting 
ducks of modern naval warfare 
between great powers. 
In 
all 
the 
more 
sneaky 
c a t e g o r i e s of vessel the 
Russians are well ahead of us. 
They 
Have 
250 
attack 
sub­ 
marines to our 105. Though we 
have a lead in the number of 
submarine-launched 
missiles, 
the Russians have IOO missile 
submarines to our forty-one. 
The 
comparative 
lineup 
of 
surface-to-surface missile ships 
gives Russia twenty - five and 
ourselves 
none. 
Finally, 
in 


minecraft, the Soviets have 300; 
we have eighty-six. 
T h e 
American 
Security 
Council’s report is based on 
unclassified sources oniy. But 
the raw material for the report 
comes from such respectable 
publications as “Jane’s Fighting 
Ships,” the “Naval War College 
R e v i e w , ’ ’ 
a n d 
t h e 
“ Proceedings” 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Naval Institute. An important 
Security Council demurrer is 
that, “since the U.S.S.R. Navy 
is growing rapidly, ship counts 
based 
on 
good 
unclassified 
sources understate the U.S.S.R. 
side of the naval balance.” 
The 
section of the 
report 
devoted to merchant marine 
comparisons ' is 
particularly 
devastating. The ability to move 
cargo is the soul and sinew of 
the sort of war we have been 
waging 
in 
Southeast 
Asia. 
Ninety-eight per cent of our 
goods and 300,009 of our troops 
have 
been 
moved 
to 
South 
Vietnam over water. But the 
Soviets have overtaken us in 
merchant 
ships; 
they 
have 
approximately 1,400 ships and 
we have declined from a 1950 
high of 1,900 merchant vessels 
to fewer than 1,100. We do 
remain ahead of the Russians 
in aggregate tonnage, but eighty 
per cent of our ships are more 
than twenty years old whereas 
eighty per cent of the Soviet 
merchant marine is less than 
ten years old. And the U.S.S.R. 
has 456 merchant ships on order 
to our measly fifty-one. 
This is what confronts Melvin 
Laird as he prepares to move 
into the Pentagon. We can only 
hope that he is everything that 
Senator Strom Thurmond says 
he is. 


Occasionally when I am under 
severe tension or when I eat 
too rapidly I suddenly develop 
a closing of my throat and 
begin to grasp for breath. Even 
though I am a healthy man it 
sends 
me into a panic and 
terrifies everyone around me. 
What is responsible for this? 
Can these attacks be prevented 
and what are the chances 
of 
choking to death? 
Mr. S. R., Kansas 
Dear Mr. R.: 
In order to 
understand how these sudden 
spasms arise and perhaps how 
they can be prevented, a little 
knowledge of anatomy is im­ 
portant. There are two tubes 
leading from the mouth and the 
pharynx. One is the esophagus 
which carries food from the 
mouth directly to the stomach. 
The other is a firmer structure 
through which air passes down 
into the larynx or voice box 
and then into the lung. 
Under 
most 
circumstances 
there are controlling reflerces 
that 
make 
it 
virtually 
im­ 
possible for food to go “down 
the wrong passage.” This is one 
of nature’s 
most remarkable 
protective 
mechanisms. 
Its 
importance is obvious because 
food that goes down into the 
lung may set up inflammation 
and infection 
Under stress, or when eating 
too rapidly, some people have 
a tendency to inhale food or 
water which then hits the vocal 
cords and sends them into a 
sudden protective spasm. Air 
cannot go in or out and there 
is 
an 
oppressive 
sense 
of 
choking which at time becomes 
terrifying to the victim and to 
those who witness it. 
When one realizes that this 
protective spasm is a healthy 
mechanism perhaps the fear of 
choking can be minimized. This 
may give comfort to those who 
are scared of these spasms. If 
the spasm lasts for more than 
a few moments the very worst 
thing that can happen & that 
the victim may faint and in this 
way relax the spasm. Knowing 
that one cannot choke to death 
because of this type of spasm 
should be reassuring. 
These spasms tend to occur 
more frequently in the elderly 
or in people who wear dentures 
and are therefore less sensitive 
to the heat of the food. Eating 
rapidly with or without alcohol, 
t a l k i n g while eating 
and 
generally being distracted, may 
cause thi« contraction of the 
vocal 
cords. These laryngeal 
spasms may last for a moment, 
but seem an eternity when the 
panic 
of not being 
able to 
breath# aeU in. 


I have found a method that 
seems to work for me. I must 
confess 
that 
even 
with 
my 
knowledge about the condition 
I, too, become panicky. I find 
it occurs frequently when I eat 
chocolate too rapidly. 
When a spasm occurs I try 
to breathe in and out slowly 
through the nose with the mouth 
closed. I find that any attempt 
to swallow saliva, water or food 
at this time will only increase 
the spasm or make it return 
if it has stopped for a few 
moments. 
I have learned to 
practice this and it works for 
me and I hope it does for all 
of my readers who may be 
distresed by it. 
Do 
not 
worry 
about 
em ­ 
barrassment. This only tends to 
increase the spasm. People are 
not annoyed by this temporary 
situation 
and 
are 
very 
un­ 
derstanding. They can be more 
understanding if they resist the 
terrible temptation to slap you 
on the back, offer you a drink 
or genera By get in the way of 
the normal relaxation of the 
spasm that will occur if you 
are left alone. Try to practice 
the 
technique 
of 
breathing 
rapidly in and out through the 
nose without swallowing as a 
preparation for the next 
time 
such a spasm occurs.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - 
Several members of the Pueblo 
crew say they feared they would 
be shot in the back as they 
crossed the bridge at Panmun­ 
jom to freedom. 
Communications 
Technichian 
Sidney J. Karnes of Belleville, 
Ark., said the windows of the 
buses in which the 82 surviving 
crewmen were driven to tee 
Bridge of no Return were cov­ 
ered with sheets. 
Karnes said he “didn’t know 
whether to walk or run” across 
the 
bridge. 
But, 
since 
he 
thought he would be shot if he 
ran—after ll months of captivi­ 
ty’—he says he took the longest 
walk of his life. 
Official Navy journalists, re­ 
porting 
Karnes’ 
statements 
since newsmen have not been 
permitted to question the Pueb­ 
lo men on such topics, said oth­ 
ers of the crew also believed 
they would 
be 
shot 
at the 
bridge. 
The reports, along with others 
of a lighter nature about the 
long captivity, were made pub­ 
lic by the Navy.

lonely 
hours, two crewmen drew de­ 
tailed 
designs 
for 
a 
90-foot 
sloop. 
The plans were drawn by 
Communications 
Technician 
3.C. Earl M. Kisler of St. Louis, 
Mo., and Communications Tech­ 
nician 2.C. Michael W. Alexan­ 
der of Richland, Wash, using 
two-inch pencils which they had 
hidden. 
The night before word of their 
release came, Seaman Robert 
W. Hill Jr. of Harrisburg, Pa., 
said he dreamed good news was 
on the way. He and the other 
men dreamed often “ and you 
would be surprised how many of 
the dreams came true,” he said. 
Karnes said he rarely drank 
coffee before that January cap­ 
ture in which one of his ship­ 
mates was killed in the attack 
on the U.S. intelligence ship in 
the Sea of Japan.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
John Peterson, 45, the man in 
whose room the A & A Hotel 
fire started, testified Thursday 
before the Cleveland Fire Pre­ 
vention Bureau. 
Five persons were killed in 
the fire last week and firemen 
said careless smoking was the 
cause of the fire. 
Peterson told the bureau he 
was asleep when a burning sen­ 
sation in his hand awakened 
him. He told investigators he 
ran downstairs and got the desk 
clerk who filled a pail of water. 
They were unable U> extin­ 
guish the fire and it spread to 
the surrounding second - floor 
rooms in the 110-year-old hotel. 
Peterson said that he “norm­ 
ally” smokes cigarettes at night 
when he is home, but that he 
doesn’t know if the fire was 
started 
by

Thursday.

Sailor Says 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) — 
Tile low-fat diet of his North Ko­ 
rean captors helped John Hig­ 
gins shed unwanted weight — 
about 70 pounds. 
Behind the walls that held 
America’s USS Pueblo crew­ 
men, his mates tried to joke in 
their misery by calling Higgins 
“Slenderella.” 
The 6-foot-5 sailor from St. Jo­ 
seph, Mo., was no 197-pound 
weakling. 
He 
weighed 
280 
pounds when the U.S. intelli­ 
gence ship was seized last Jan. 
23. When he reached the 121st 
evacuation hospital in Ascom 
City, South Korea, last Sunday 
with the other 81 survivors, Hig­ 
gins weighed 210. 
There, he chowed down on 
such 
American 
nonsolids as 
chicken 
noodle 
soup, 
coffee, 
milk and juices. In five days he 
gained five pounds. 
“Fd like to eat every kind of 
food there is,” he said. 
Most of his fellow captives 
lost 20 to 40 pounds in the com­ 
pound at Pyongang, North Ko­ 
rea. Their diet consisted of the 
food of the season — during win- i

tor we had turnips a lot. In the! SS A n O iV Z e d 
summer we had some kind o f1 
spinach plant and we had a lot 
of cabbage.”

taken Tuesday for medical tests 
and official questioning 
“Fd like to try turnips again.

NASA Sees Moon Landing 
As Possible During Spring 


SPACE

(AP) — Apollo 8’s trail-blazing 
flight around the moon has giv­ 
en space planners a firm foot­ 
hold to try for a moon landing in 
the next few months—maybe 
April or May. 
One major piece of Apollo 
hardware still remains to be 
qualified, the 
lunar

spacecraft that will taxi future 
astronauts from 
a three-man 
Apollo craft in lunar orbit to the 
moon’s surface. 
That four-legged lunar lander 
is to get its first manned space

Apollo 9. 
If the lunar module performs 
perfectly in earth orbit on Apol­ 
lo 
9, 
astronauts 
conceivably 
could land on the moon on the 
following flight, Apollo IO, in 
April or May. 
Present plans for Apollo to­ 
to be flown by a three-man crew 
headed by veteran astronaut Air 
Force Co*. Thomas P. Stafford 
—call for the pilots to fly a 
moon orbit mission in which the 
lunar module separates from a 
three-man Apollo spaceship and 
approaches within IO miles of 
the surface, but does not land. 
“Our present plans are to not 
commit Apollo IO for a land­ 
ing,” said Air Force Lt. Gen. 
Samuel C. Phillips, Apollo pro­ 
gram director. However, “We 
might wan; to exercise a more 
ambitious option,” he noted, as 
was done when the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration (NASA) decided to send 
Apollo 8 around the moon. 


The first lunar landing mis­ 
sion is now expected by Apollo 
ll, next May or June. Astro­ 
nauts have not yet been as­ 
signed for that flight. 
The particular lunar module 
assigned to Apollo IO does not 
have fuel tanks with enough ca­ 
pacity and weighs too much for 
a lunar landing. So if a decision 
is made to fly the Apollo IO 
crew to the moon’s surface, an­ 
other lunar module would have 
to be assigned to the mission, 
Phillips pointed out.

Prejudge Acts 


In Pueblo Case 


Naval Inquiry 
To LdoIc Into 
Crew s Actions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Adm. 
Thomas H. Moorer, chief of na­ 
val operations, says “I’m not 
going to prejudge” whether the 
officers and men of the U.S. in­ 
telligence-gathering ship Pueblo 
conducted themselves properly 
while held captive by North Ko­ 
rea. 
At least two admirals have re­ 
ferred publicly to Cmdr. Lloyd 
M. Bucher, the Pueblo’s skip­ 
per, and the other 81 surviving 
crew members as heroes. 
“Some people have expressed 
personal opinions,” Moorer ac­ 
knowledged when asked about 
this in an interview. He indicat­ 
ed he was not criticizing them. 
The Navy’s top admiral insist­ 
ed expression of personal opin­ 
ions by high ranking officers 
will not impair a Navy court of 
inquiry’s ability to reach an ob­ 
jective judgment. 
Moorer said “I am confident” 
the Pueblo did not enter North 
Korea’s claimed territorial wa­ 
ters. 
If the ship had done so, Buch­ 
er would have been violating his 
sailing orders to stay at least 13 
miles clear of North Korean ter­ 
ritory. 
A Navy court of inquiry at 
San Diego under Vice Adm. 
H.G. Bowen probably will open 
proceedings in two weeks after 
the recuperating crew has had 
some leave. 
Pacific 
Fleet 
commander 
Adm. John G. Hyland, who will 
review the findings of the court, 
told the Pueblo’s crewmen ear­ 
lier this week that “you are re­ 
garded as a group of young 
heroes.” 
Rear Adm. Edwin M. Rosen­ 
berg has spoken of Bucher as 
“a hero among heroes.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mrs. 
Lyndon B. Johnson says the 
thing she’s happiest about leav­ 
ing behind after five years in 
the White House are all the ear­ 
ly morning, often ominous, tele­ 
phone calls to the President. 
“The horrendous ring of that 
telephone at 4:00 o’clock that 
drags you to consciousness and 
you know on the other end that 
it is 
something 
significant,” 
Mrs. Johnson says. “And it is 
never good when it rings at that 
time. 
“It is—and then, the sense of 
responsibility. It is not my re 
sponsibility but it does spill over 
into the whole climate of your 
life.” 
Mrs. Johnson also says she 
will be happy to leave behind 
the deadlines she and the Presi­ 
dent constantly face and the 18- 
hour work days. 
The first lady made her com­ 
ments in a taped television in­ 
terview with Howard K. Smith 
to be shown at 7:30 p.m. EOT 
over the American Broadcast­ 
ing Co. network. 
Mrs. Johnson says the Presi­ 
dent, like other men across the 
nation, brings the problems of 
his job home with him. And he 
also brings home unexpectedly 
the people he works with. 
She said, however, she wanted 
the President to bring the bur­ 
dens home to her after a long 
day in office. 
One 
of 
the 
most difficult 
things for her to leave behind, 
Mrs. Johnson said, is what she 
calls the magnetism 
of the 
White House. 
“This house is a magnet, a 
crossroads of good conversa­ 
tion, for ideas, for stimulation,’1 
she says. “All the political lead 
ers of the country and indeed of 
the whole free 
world 
come 
through these doors, and busi­ 
nessmen and labor leaders and 
people from arts and entertain 
ment and scientists. 
“It is an exceedingly stimulat­ 
ing place. That I shall miss, So I 
think something of that life will 
go with my husband wherever 
he goes.” 
At one point during the inter 
view, President Johnson walked 
in. He said that Mrs. Johnson 


gave him great strength during 
his term. “Except for that, tho 
job would be much more lonely 
and I am afraid I would be 
much weaker,” he said.
